Platte River Power Authority (Platte River) is submitting comments in support of the changes to
Regulation 84 proposed by the Colorado Section of the WateReuse Association and the Joint
Water Reuse Committee of the Rocky Mountain Water Environment Association and the Rocky
Mountain Section of the American Water Works Association. Platte River was an early
participant in the development of Regulation 84 due to our use of reclaimed water for electric
power generation non-evaporative cooling purposes at Rawhide Energy Station. We believe
that the expanded use of reclaimed water is in the public interest when risks are defined, low,
and properly managed.
